Arzument on Writ of Prohibition. 

Today’s arguments before the 
. Supreme Court were on an appli- 
cation by Attorney General J. 
E. Taylor for a writ of prohibi- 
tion to bar Judge Nangle from 
enforcing orders he issued last 
April requiring Southwestern Bell 
Telephone to restore 19 tele- 
phone lines to Pioneer. 

The lines had been discon- 
nected in February 1947 on the 
order of Phil M. Donnelly, then 
Governor. Donnelly held that the 
telephones were being used as 
an instrumentality to violate the 
law. 
Two full years elapsed before 
Pioneer made a successful effort 
to recover its telephones, Shortly 
after the election of Gov. Forrest 
Smith, Pioneer applied for an 


injunction in Circuit Court and 


Judge Nangle ordered the tele- 
phone company to restore full 
service to the racing news dis- 
tributor. 

The question before the Court 
today involved only the jurisdic- 
tion of Judge Nangle to issue or- 
ders for restoration of telephone 
service and to enjoin the tele- 
phone’ company disconnect- 
ing service. How the phones were 
used, for bookmakers, was not an 
issue today. 

Says Board Has Jurisdiction. 

Attorney General Taylor, in 
seeking to invalidate Nangle’s or- 
ders, contended that sole juris- 
diction of questions invoiving 
telephone service was in the 
hands of the Missouri Public 
Service Commission, and not in 
the circult court. 

O'Keefe, in his argument to the 
court, pointed out that Pioneer 
waited two years after service 
was disconnected in 1947 before 
making a legal move to get its 
phones back. He said no effort

NEW YORK, Jan. 11 (AP)

Others are busi- 
ness taxes taken by government 
from each link of the economic 
chain which supplies his food, 
clothing and household goods. 

The taxpayer would be naive to 
think he doesn ot pay some part 
—perhaps a substantial share—of 
these taxes in higher prices of 
innumerable common things he 
buys. 

He is familiar with those excise 
taxes which appear in plainly 
marked percentages added to his 
bill—the luxury taxes, theater ad- 
mission taxes, and railroad and 
plane transportation taxes, for ex- 
ample. 

Less obvious are the excises 
eollected at the manufacturers’ 
level. These include such every- 
day items as electricity, tires and 
inner tubes, phonograph records, 
electric, gas and oil appliances, 
electric light: bulbs, automobile 
spare parts, radio sets, refrigera- 
tors, sporting goods, and even 
matches, 

Percentage Difficult to Fix. 

So varied are the invisible taxes 
which impinge on the taxpayer 
that experts are unable to deter- 
mine, with any degree of exact- 
ness, how much these levies cost 
him over the gear or what per- 
ceniage of his total tax bill they 
represent.

Judge Murphy set aside the 
two-year sentence he had im- 
posed, as well as Crenshaw’s plea 
of guilty, and reinstated the 
charges for trial. 

Murphy said he had been “sub- 
jected to many, many anonymous 
telephone calls” since he granted 
the parole and he would “defer 
to the judgment of the people 
who think an outrage has been 
committed.” 

Defense Agrees to Action. 


After a trial was completed at 
4:10 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
in: Judge Koerner’s court, Judge 
Murphy went on the bench. Cren- 
shaw and his lawyer, Morris Shen- 
ker, were in the courtroom.

Takes Weapon From Her. 

“However, as she turned toward 
the door to leave I grabbed the 
gun and took it away from her. 
I hollered to a friend of mine in 
the office to call police. The girl 
lunged for the gun and got her 
hands on it again but I raised it 
in the air and fired into the ceil- 
ing and she quit struggling. 

“A man came running in then 
and offered to help me.

TIBETAN PUPPET 
RULE REPORTED

CALCUTTA, India, Jan. 11 
(AP)—The Chinese Communists 
were reported today to have set 
up a Communist-sponsored gov- 
ernment for Tibet. 

The report was carried in news 
dispatches from Kalimpong town- 
ship in Bhutan state, which bor- 
ders Tibet on the south. These 
dispatches said the government 
was formed in Chinghai prov- 
ince of China, bordering Tibet on 
the northeast.

Council on Human Rela- 
tions Offers Its Help in 
Training Recreation

An end to racial segregation in 
municipally owned recreation fa- 
cilities, as suggested in the 
Schermer report on the Fair- 
grounds Park race disturbances 
last June, was recommended to- 
day in a letter from the St. Louis 
Council on Human Relations to 
Director of Public Welfare John 
J. O’Toole. 

The letter also recommended 
that as soon as the policy of non- 
segregation is officially adopted, 
steps be taken at once to put it 
into effect. 

One of the first steps suggest- 
ed was the training of city recre- 
ation staff nfiembers to handle 
their recreation duties on an in- 
tegrated basis. The coyncil sug- 
gested that representatives of 
O’Toole’s office confer with it on 
more concrete suggestions to this 
end. O’Toole approved the sug- 
gestion but fixed no definite date 
for the conference. 7 

Set Up by Darst. 

The council was created by 
Mayor Joseph M. Darst to deal 
with racial problems brought to 
light by the Fairgrounds Park dis- 
turbances that followéd an admin- 
istration order opening city swim- 
ming pools on a non-segregated 
basis. The council is to be suc- 
ceeded by a permanent 15-mem- 
ber group to be authorized in an 
ordinance pending in the board of 
aldermen. 

C. B. Broussard, acting chair- 
man of the council since the 
resignation of Henry, F. Cha- 
deayne, said a good place to 
start the new policy would be in 
the Mullanphy and Soulard play- 
grounds, community centers and 
swimming pools where both white 
and Negro children now play to- 
gether without friction. 

He suggested the white play- 
ground staff at Mullanphy and 
the Negro staff at Soulard be 
replaced with mixed groups and 
that the two centers be given 
official recognition as ‘“non-seg- 
regated.”’ 

Director of veterans’ training 
at Washington Technical High 
School for Negroes, Broussard 
pointed out the necessity for 
training city recreation staffs for 
working at non-segregated facil- 
ities and he urged religious and 
civic groups to undertake an edu- 
cational program to prepare the 
oe i for the new policy advo- 
ated.

Harmony Publishing Co. ob- 
tained a temporary injunction in 
Jackson County Circuit Court 
against Southwestern Bell, which 
restored service. Then Harmony 
applied to the Public Service Com- 
mission for an order requiring 
Southwestern Bell to continue 
service. 

After a hearing, the commission 
found that Harmony’s telephone 
lines were used to violate the law. 
Southwestern Bell was authorized 
to discontinue service. This rul- 
ing was upheld by Cole County 
Circuit Court. Then Harmony 
appealed to the Supreme Court. 
That appeal has been pending 
about a year. Harmony’s lawyers 
have gained several continuances. 


Judge Nangle Explains His Status 
in Case. 

Circuit Judge James F. Nangle 
said today he is not the “party 
in interest” in the Pioneer News 
Service case, adding that in pro- 
ceedings of the type before the 
Missouri Supreme Court, it is the 
practice for the party in interest, 
Pioneer, to represent the judge 
against whom a writ is sought.

“My Day,” Mrs. Roosevelt re- 
ferred to Dr. Maier’as “a fanatic 
fundamentaiist, who shortly be- 
fore VE day was still insisting 
that the Germans were a bulwark 
against Communism.” 

In a letter to Mrs. Roosevelt, 
Dr. Maier said: “I thank God that 
I am fundamental... but I deny 
emphatically being ‘fanatic.’ This 
is a dangerous term, and, I am 
reliably informed, borders on the 
libelous.” He went on to say that 
he had no connection with the 
publication, which had picked up 
and reprinted one of his ad- 
dresses,‘as many periodicals have 
done, without consulting him. 

He denied having made the 
statement charged by Mrs.. Roose- 
velt as to the Germans, and said 
he had denounced Hitlerism un-

Former FCC Chairman Says Wire 
Tapping Is ‘Alarming.’ | 
NEW YORK, Jan. 11 (UP) — | 
James L. Fly, former chairman of |

“dirty business” of tapping pri- | 


vate telephones by the FBI is 
“alarmingly” common and should 
be investigated immediately. 

Fly referred to a war-time letter 
written by the late President 
Roosevelt approving wire-tapping 
against foreigners engaged in 
espioange and traitors. This let- 
ter never had any legal effect, Fly 
said, and its war-time purposes 
_were ended five years after the 
cessation of hostilities. 

“Nor does it afford even a 
moral cloak for the secret in- 
dulgence in this dirty business in 
the preceding years,” he said. 

Fly charged that J. 


.4| Hoover, FBI director, never had 


imade a public disclosure that 

wires had been tapped by his 
agents until public criticism 
“forced a guarded admission.” 

“The practice is alarming whole- 
sale,” Fly said. “...I1 say there 
have been thousands of illegal 
taps. The FBI says there have 
been ‘hundreds of cases.’” 

There is no doubt, he said, that 
the FBI taps the wires of hun- 
dreds of citizens whose announced 
ideas or associations do not con- 
form to the FBI form. 

“If the FBI is not guilty of 
this, why not a full disclosure to 
the public whom.it purports to 
serve?” he asked. “Is the FBI 
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too powerful to be brought to an 
accounting? And, by the way, 
where is the Congress?”

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11 (AP)— 
Angry Republican demands for an | 
investigation into the firing of 
Adm. Louis E. Denfeid delayec | 
Senate’ action yesterday on the 
nomination of Adm. Forrest P. | 
Sherman to succeed Denfeld as 
chief of naval operations. 

Denfeld was ousted after tell- 
ing a congressional committee 

,that unification policies were 
crippling the Navy’s attack power. 

At a stormy session yesterday, 
Chairman Tydings (Dem.), Mary- 
land, of the Senate Armed Serv- 
ices Committee agreed to put off 
consideration of the Sherman ap- 
pointment until Jan. 19. He cau- 
tioned the committee against vot- 
ing for an investigation until it 
has all the facts in the Denfeld 
case. He said he knew some in- 
side facts “not generally known.” 

Tydings consented to postpone 
action on Sherman after Sena- 
tor Knowland (Rep.), California, 
insisted Congress should find out 
whether Denfeld was dropped be- 
ng of his testimony on Capitol | 


However, there seemed to be no 
question about Sherman's _ulti- 
mate confirmation. His fitness 


for the post was not questioned. 
Sitting nearby, Adm. Sherman 
listened to the debate. He showed | 


no change of expression as Sen- 
ator Morse (‘Rep.), Oregon, cut 
in to remark: 

“If Denfeld was not disciplined 
because of the House fiasco, he 
should have been.” 

Morse said the conduct of naval 
officers during last October’s 
hearings before the House Armed 
Services Committee was “worse 
than Hollywood slapstick.” 

In this connection, Morse cited 
the “passing of secret papers 
down a dark corridor’—an obvi- 
ous allusion to the action of Navy 
Capt. John G. Crommelin who 
slipped confidential letters to re- 
porters and thereby touched off 
the House investigation of the 
row among the armed services. 

On the other side of the Capi- 
tol, the House Armed Services 
Committee decided vesterday to 
launch a study into “the true 
state of national defense.” 

This will be a follow-up on the 

+ committee's inquiry last year into 
the inter-service quarreling.

Christy has 
compiled and edited “College 
Football,” a big volume of foot- 
ball information. 

There isn’t much light read- 
ing in the 943 pages, but the 
book will be valuable as a ref- 
erence book and most sports 
departments will want a copy 
available. 

The book, as the cover points 
out, gives the scores of 72,061 
football games and lists more 
than 100,000 letter-men and 514 
All-America players. Just pick 
the school you're interested in 
and you probably will find all 
the coaches and .athletes who 
won letters for the varsity 
down through the years. We 
say “probably” because some 
are missing. For instance, 
Washington University is not 
included in the book of rec- 
ords. But St. Louis University, 
although it now has dropped 
football, made Christy’s vol- 
ume, 

One of the daring adventures 
in the book is the selection of 
an All-Star team picked from 
the stars of the last 25 years. 
Walsh’s All-America Board of 
football picked the squad from 
a list of 55 candidates, five for 
each position, nominated by 
sports writers of the country. 

And to show how tough it is 
to exclude so many brilliant 
performers, Christy winds up 
with 12 men on his “eleven.”

No Quarterback Needed, 
But Lujack Makes Team. 
HE four running backs on 
.the Christy Walsh 25-year 
All-Star team are Jay Ber- 
wanger, Chicago; Ernie Nevers, 
Stanford; Felix Blanchard, West 
Point, and Harold (Red) Grange 
of Illinois. 

Jeff Cravath, veteran coach 
and a member of Walsh's All- 
America Board, took a look at 
the four names and cracked, 
“Give me that quartet and I 
can very nicely do without a 
quarterback.”

Transfer to Valley Schools © 
Are Immediately Eligible

NEW YORK, Jan. 11—St. Louis University football players will 
be allowed to transfer to other Missouri Valley Conference schools 
with immediate eligibility for athletic participation, it was announced 
today by Commissioner Artie Eilers of St. Lauis. 


The conference took this action 
in a meeting held in connection 
with the National Collegiate Ath- 
letic Association at the Hotel 
Commodore. 

“The St. Louis U. situation as 
a member of the conference, in 
view of its having dropped foot- 
ball.at the close of last season, 
will not be discussed until the 
regular meeting in May,” Eilers 
said. 

“But in regard to St. Louis 
University athletes, it was decided 
that any who would like to trans- 
fer within the conference may be 
immediately eligible. We can't 
say what a player can do outside 
the conference because we don’t 
know.” 

This decision is important to 
the players involved because nor- 
mally a transfer student must re- 
main out of intercollegiate com- 
petition for one year. 

The Valley meeting was at- 
tended by representatives of every 
school except Drake University, 
Eilers said. 

Eilers also announced that the 
Conference football championship 
for 1950 would be decided on a 
basis of a minimum of three con- 
ference games because St. Louis 
U. would not be participating. 

“We'll go back to the four- 


game minimum in 1951 because. 


we think schedules can be ar- 
ranged by then,” Eilers added.

woven wire fence. Unlike the 
usual cut-and-dried quail story, 
the birds did not flush, while we 
were climbing the fence, but 
waited until we got over the 
fence and in shooting position 
before they whirred away. The 
field was mostly sedge grass with 
a lespedeza undercover—ideal for 
good bird dog work, and Peaches 
really went to work. Nine singles 
he pinned out of this covey as 
we worked down the draw toward 
some heavier cover, and never 
flushed a bird! On the kills both 
dogs hunted “dead” on command, 


but Peaches had his heart more 


in the work than Boy and it was 
usually Peaches which made the 
retrieve and came merrily bound- 
ing in with the bird in his mouth. 

As we worked down the draw, 
and Boy was making one of his 
far-ranging casts, he suddenly 
froze on point with his body al- 
most in a semicircle. There he 
stood silhouetted in the morning 
sunlight, a picture of symmetry 
and grace that would gladden the 
heart of any bird dog lover. 
Steady as a rock he awaited our 
approach, unmindful of anything 
except the covey of birds that was 
soon to explode from under his 
nose. He was steady to shot, and 


the pattern of working the sin- 
gles, with Peaches taking over, 
was almost a repetition of our 
experience with the first covey. 

As the sun waned in the after- 
noon, Boy and Peaches put on an 
exhibition of hunting ability that 
will long be remembered. Some 
hunters, farther down in the val- 
ley, had flushed a covey of 
strong-flying birds and they had 
scattered on a wooded hillside 
ahead of us. Smart and wily, 
these birds had run a great dis- 
tance from where they had first 
pitched down. Boy would cau- 
tiously advance and stop, and 
Peaches would honor his point. 


Then he would move on and 
Peaches would forge ahead and 
Boy would honor. The birds 
would not be pinned and for sev- 
eral hundred yards we followed 
the dogs. Finally Boy cast away 
| with a wide swing, coming up 
‘on the opposite side of the birds 
‘and pinning them between him 
and Peaches. There both dogs 
stood, pointing toward each other, 
with the quail in the middle and 
without a chance of further ad- 
vance. It seemed they arose re- 
luctantly, one by one, and fur- 
nished a highlight in the setting 
sun that will live forever in our 
memories.

BOSTON, Jan. 11 (AP)—Except for some gentle hints that 
Slugger Ted Williams, the American League’s most valuable player, 
is eager to become a $100,000 performer and little Johnny Pesky 
has a $20,000-plus salary complex, General Manager ‘Joe Cronin 
appears to have little to worry about as he awaits the return of the 
1950 Red Sox player contracts he has mailed out since the first 


of the year. 

About a half-dozen players, ru- 
mored to include Mel (25-game) 
Parnell, Ellis (23-6) Kinder, Joe 
Dobson, another starting pitcher, 
First Baseman Billy Goodman and 
Outfielder Al Zarilla, agreed to 
new terms before the 1949 season 
ended. 

Since then Manager Joe Mc- 
Carthy has signed another $50,000 
contract. But such frequent off- 
season Fenway Park visitors as 
Pesky, who lives the year around 
in nearby Lynn, and Catcher Bir- 
die Tebbetts, a Nashua (N.H.) 
resident, have not- been gathered 
into the fold. 

Tebbetts, rated as a $25,000 
backstop, is so unconcerned about 
his contractural matiers that he 
took off today for Hot Springs 
for his annual winter conditioning. 

But Pesky has intimated he has

Why did 
he call it so soon, and in Febru- 
ary which is an unpopular month 
with politicians when -because of 
bad weather it is difficult to get 
out the rural vote?

1, The present Parliament has 
completed the legislative pro- 


gram on which it was elected 
four and a half years ago. 


2. Widespread

Hayden says Biffle does not 
need specific Senate authority to 
release payroll information.

But other than his re- 
cent announcement, Biffle has 
done nothing. 

Senator Wayne Morse (Rep.), 
Oregon, holds that not only should 
the payroll list be made public, 
but that Senators should also re- 
veal the source of all their in- 
come.

Real Democracy 


Through Ability to Sabotage Laws

BONN, Germany, Jan. 11. 


HE professional caretakers of that feeble and sickly flower 
called German democracy may strangle it: altogether before it 


These are the so-called “senior,” 


or “superior” civil servants. Their privileges and positions are, if 
anything, more entrenched and secure than were those of the former 
Prussian Junkers or the Ruhr industrialists who have run Germany 
off the international rails twice in two generations. 


As a class they probably rep- 
resent-the most serious threat to 
genuine democratic development 
in modern Germany, outside the 
Soviet-occupied zone. Their pow- 
er is out of all proportion to their 
tiny numbers. Altogether they 
account for a small percentage 
of the population. 


Their clashes with the Allied 
High Commission are undramatic 
and generally unreported. Yet 
for all practical purposes these 
high-ranking civil servants are 
operating in open defiance of the 
regulations governing civil serv- 
ice positions, and are so placed 
that they can sabotage almost any 
other measure they decide to. 

Allied officials are concerned 
deeply. They have tried both 
persuasion and compulsion in the 
past, with only the most limited 
success. For all the Allied courts, 


the idea of a non-political and | 


responsive civil service has es- 
caped the Germans completely. 

Primarily at American insist- 
ence, an effort at civil service re- 
form was begun in the three laen- 
der (provinces) of the American- 
occupied zone of Germany in 1946. 
Only shriveled ’__-vestiges, like 
human appendices, remain, and 
are about as useful. 

Reclaim Former Positions. 

In many instances, particular- 
ly in Bavaria, former Nazi office 
holders, now cleared by German 
courts, are reclaiming their posi- 
tions. Temporary appointees, 
often very capable men but with 
no standing or tenure in their 
jobs, are being dismissed to mak 
way for the oldtimers. , 

In some ministries the number 
of ex-Nazis among top-ranking of- 
ficials now runs as high as 80 per 
cent. 

During the existence of Bi- 
zonia, as the union of American 
and British zones was called, the 
Allies insisted that the Germans 
draw up a civil service law with 
what the Allies called “minimum” 
safeguards. 


Among them were prohibitions | 


against civil servants holding legis- 


lative jobs, requirements for com- 
petitive examinations, and the 
provision of tenure for some two- 
thirds of the public employes 
previously entirely outside of 
civil service standards. 

The Germans dawdled and de- 
layed. In exasperation the Allies 
imposed their own statute last 
March, declaring it would be ef- 
fective until the Germans intro- 
duced satisfactory legislation of 
their own. 

When the new German “basic 
law” or constitution was adopted 
for the three western zones of 
Germany last spring, it made no 
further provision. The Germans 
argued that the former Allied law 
had been annulled, and that a 1937 
statute had been returned to 
force. The Allies said specifically 
that it had not. 

Law Was Called ‘Illegal.’ 

They have. had to repeat this 
insistence on at least two occa- 
sions since. The German Minister 
of Interior, Dr. Gustav Heine- 
mann, once told the Bundestag or 
Parliament he thought the Allied 
law was “illegal.” 

Somewhat tongue in cheek the 
Germans introduced a proposed 
civil service measure last Novem- 
ber. It is now being studied in 
closed meetings by a Bundesta 
committee composed mostly o 
retired civil servants of the very 
class the Allies would restrict. 

The German proposals are very 
similar to the 1937 measure ex- 
cept for such obvious Nazi para- 
graphs as the prohibitions against 
Jews. 

Meantime, the allied law is be- 
ing disregarded openly. One

The other 
is that he needs to know person- 
ally the people involved in a con- 
test so important to the President. 

Actually he expects to ac- 
eomplish nothing further, but if 
he could pull a rabbit out of the 
hat he would and it would be 
one of those Democratic rabbits 
who shirk the formidable task of 
a campaign against Senator Taft. 

Gov. Lausche, a proved vote- 
getter, has all but embraced Taft 
in public and views the Senate 
nomination this year as a wonder- 


ful opportunity—for somebody 


else. 

Mayor Burke of Cleveland, an- 
other attractive politico, is under- 
stood to feel that some occupa- 
tional insurance, like the promise 
of a federal judgeship, is due him

Murray Lincoln, a farm co- 
operative leader and Roosevelt 
Republican, was put forward 
months ago by labor with fanfare 
and promises of campaign funds 
galore.

County Library Board Explains 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


There has been some misunderstand- 
ing with respect to the opening of the 
new mid-county branch of the St. Louis 
County Library in Clayton. Despite 
insinuations to the contrary, residents 
of Clayton, or any other municipality 
maintaining its own public library, will 
not be served by the branch. The new 
branch will in no ie compete or con- 
flict with the wervices rendered by 
other libraries. 

The basic reason behind the action 
of the board in deciding to open the 
mid-county branch in Clayton was to 
provide library service at the strategic 
geographical and political center of the 
county, through an agency of the 
County Library rather than through 
facilities not its own. The location 
chosen is in an area which draws peo- 
ple from all parts of the County Li- 
brary District. / 

During the past year and a half the 
County Library has had a contract with 
the Clayton Public Library whereby 
Clayton gave service to County Library 
District residents for a fee of 25 cents 
per book borrowed. At the expiration 
of. the contract, 1070 people from 46 
County Library District communities, 
from Lemay on the south to Riverview 
Gardens on the north and Glencoe and 
Chesterfield on the west, had borrowed 
books from the Clayton Library on 
County Library cards. The new branch 
will serve these 1070 people as well as 
the many others.

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County Charter Puzzle, 
As now drafted, the home rule charter pro- 

posed for St. Louis county is left on a high 

fence. We suspect that voters who balance the 
disadvantages of the new against the 
advantages will be thoroughly puzzled. 

By and large, the charter largely copies the 
present form of county government, which is a 
mess. It would retain the multiplicity of elected 
officers, along with the divided responsibility, 
confused ballot and individual spoils systems 
that go with them. 

The principal change would be the election of 
a county supervisor, and a county council of 
seven members, a8 a substitute for the present 
three-member County Court. ‘This of course 
would add five more~elective posts. 

In theory the concentration of executive and 
legislative -power in separate bodies is wise. But 
fn practice, under the proposed charter, the 
county supervisor would have nothing to say 
about the selection of a dozen administrative 
officers who would be elected. How could he 
supervise them? 

One of the oddest provisions of all is that 
which establishes a single department of fi- 
nance. It would consist of five elected officials, 
independent of one another, who would have to 
agree as to which would be the departmental 
chief. . 
Obviously the Charter Commission has been 
afraid of disturbing political gravy trains. This 
explains both the unwillingness to eliminate 
elected officers and the narrowly limited provi- 
sion for a merit system. The Charter Commis- 
sion did not want to arouse the organized oppo- 
sition of political job-holders to its proposed 
charter. So “compromise” became the commis- 
sion’s pole star. 

Yet the charter draft does offer a major ad- 
vantage. This is home rule. At present the coun- 
ty cannot effectively alter or improve its gov- 
ernment without permission of the Missouri Leg- 
islature. Home rule gives much of this power to 
the county itself. 

The charter draft would permit effective use 
of home rule by the citizens. They could revise 
their government either by petition and referen- 
dum, or -through an ordinance passed by the 
council and approved by the voters. In addition, 
the draft calls-for a referendum on a new char- 


ter commission every 20 years. 


So the question is whether county residents 
would accept a new copy of an outmoded and in- 
efficient government, in return for the possibil- 
ity of changing it. The answer is problematical. 

Fortunately the Charter Commission plans 
further public hearings, and can use the oppor- 
tunity to make needed improvements in its 
draft. Changes in the charter might tip the 
balance in its_favor at the polls. 
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‘Tip to Mayor O’Dwyer 

Mayor O’Dwyer of New York wants to legalize 
commercialized betting. He points out that large 
numbers of citizens bet regularly in violation of 
the anti-gambling laws of his state. At his sug- 
gestion a bill to legalize booking of bets has 
been introduced at Albany. , 

The New, York Mayor apparently does. not 
know how they do it over in Madison county. 
Handbook operation has been “legalized” there, 
notwithstanding that bookies are prghibited by 


Illinois law.’ State’s Attorney Austin Lewis, fol— 


lowing the policy of C. W. Burton, once more 
has filed gambling informations against hand- 
book operators and punchboard distributors. 
Fines ranging from $350 to $500 are paid and 
nothing is said about previous visits of the gam- 
bling gentry to the Courthouse at Edwardsville. 

We suggest that Mayor O’Dwyer get the de- 
tails from State’s Attorney Lewis. The Burton- 
Lewis system is much simpler than going to all 
the bother of trying to get a legalization bill 
through the Legislature. And nobody much pays 
any attention.

The situation recalls the sharecroppers’ sit- 
down strike of the desperate 30s, when thou- 
sands of them were evicted from cotton planta- 
tions. That was the unexpected result of a well- 
intentioned farm law. 

Today there is a new law about cotton acre- 
age. In its complexity, this law restricts the 
production of big lowlafid cotton farms and 
gives acreage to small farms. In the Bootheel, 
many of the small farms have sandy soil un- 
suited to good cotton. 

Se the large planters say they may be forced 
to evict hundreds of their tenants, and the small 


farmers cannot employ them. Where will they 


go”? 
The planters won't suffer severely. Their 
farms can raise other crops besides cotton. But 
the sharecroppers have no resources. They. can- 
not get state relief because they are employable. 
They cannot get federal aid because farm labor 
is not legally entitled to social security. . 

Even in good times, sharecropping is only 
subsistence. One cropper told a Post-Dispatch 
representative that last year he “only made 
11 bales on 20 acres. I didn’t pay out, but we 
worked it out by pickin’ for the man at half 
price.” 

A more successful cropper made $53.71 in 
cash for the year’s work, but now his cash is 
gone. If he is forced to move, his family will 
have no credit, no job, no home. And he said, 
“In 60 days, things is goin’ to be desperate. 
Thousands will be hungry and cold... . ” 

Throughout the long history of the cotton 
economy, the sharecropper has been victimized. 
the croppers had to go. Yet never has Congress 
provided any effective plan, long-range or other-

“I do not say 
he is a menace to society. I will make no rec- 
ommendation one way og the other.” In fewer 
words, the parole officer shirked his responsi- 
bility and passed the buck to Judge Murphy. 
The Crenshaw case puts the light on the pa- 
role system in St. Louis.

President Truman’s plump for Emery W. Alli- 
son for the Democratic nomination to oppose 
Senator Donnell has not scared anyone off as 
yet. On the contrary, it could be viewed as hav- 
ing made the race even more attractive. 

When the White House declared its prefer- 
ence, there were only three ayowed Democratic 
candidates eager to have the political lightning 
strike. Now there are five. James W. Hopkins 
of University City did more than announce; he 
stepped right up to the window, so to speak, and 
put down $100, cash on the barrel head, as filing 
fee. 

And the daughter of one of the late venerables 
of Democratic politics in St. Louis at the cen- 
tury’s turn, Col. Nicholas M. Bell, announced her 
intention. Noting that the party’s blood coursed 
her veins, Mrs. Marjorie Bell Hinrichs, St. Louis 
cosmetic maker, said she would file “‘very soon” 
in the interest of Democratic “harmony.” 

Nor did either onetjme Representative 
Thomas C. Hennings Jr. or former Assistant At- 
torney General Franklin E. Reagan go into re- 
treat. Mr. Reagan promptly issued a ringing 
statement about not running up “the white flag 
of surrender.” And the former naval officer, 
Mr. Hennings, sailed off to Bonne Terre to 
launch his campaign in St. Franeois county. 

Let it be remembered that this is a primary 
campaign. These Democrats are running against 
one another, not against Senator Donnell—that 
is not yet. If they want to inform the voters 
they will discuss their own records and policies 
and those of their primary opponents. For ex- 
ample, Senator Altison might criticize those as- 
pects of Mr. Hennings’ record in Congress with 
which he perhaps disagrees. And Mr. Hennings 
would do well to review Senator Allison’s record 
in the Legislature on equal education, small 
loans, and many other issues on which the pub- 
lic mind needs to be refreshed.

Which Way Atomic Development?

Whether or not to recommend a project 
for developing the hydrogen - powered 
atomic superbomb is the gravest and most 
‘difficult. question that Mr. Truman has 
been called upon to answer since the 
‘decision to drop the first atomic bomb. 


Indeed, the choice may be the most 
cosmic that -has confronted any chief of 
state in war or peace in American history. 
It may determine the survival of the civ- 
ilization that the Western world has known. 


The hydrogen bomb has been advanced 
as far as it can go on paper; it remains to 
try to make it. The prospects are that it 
can be made and that it will explode as 
designed. In theory, at least, it has no 
upper limit. It will be not merely 1000 
times more powerful than present atomic 
bombs but n» titnes more powerful, with 
n any multiple its makers choose. 


It will.have no peaceful use. The tem- 
peratures involved are beyond any human 
control or management. It will be solely 
a weapon, fit to fry to a crisp tens or 
hundreds of square miles at a crack. 


A Colossal Engine of War 


Mr. Truman’s own advisers have already 
marshaled and put before him the argu- 
ments for and against the project. On the 
one side there is the argument that no 
nation, menaced as fundamentally as we 
are, can afford to pass up the opportunity 
of making the most colossal engine of war. 


There is the additional argument that 
our mere willingness to begin its manu- 
facture would serve as an irresistible bar- 
gaining lever that would force the Rus- 
sians into agreements building a truly and 
permanently peaceful world. If we dow't 
take the step, maybe the Russians will. 


On the other side many persons are - 


probably urging moral considerations, 
though these are different only in degree 
from those which were overridden in the 
decision to drop a plutonium bomb on 
Hiroshima. On practical grounds, would we 
use the bomb even if we made it? More- 
over, a city can be destroyed only once, 
and the plutonium bomb seems to be ca- 
pable of doing a thorough job of that. 


Would It Be Justified? 


Would there be, in other words, any 
additional strategical or tactical advantage 
to warrant the huge effort of making this 
monstrous weapon? Would its military 
potential justify the almost inevitable 


bomb, feel any less confident of their ulti- 
mate ability to match us? 


The fact that we have the potential is 
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President Truman faces a momentous decision whether to try for 
a hydrogen-powered super-bomb, Washington newspaper says; 
of in that event, useful industrial applications must wait still longer; 
Chicago newspaper adds that peaceful research already lags badly. °

The Atomic Energy Commission has 
held its first press conference. The atomic 
curtain lifted, just a little..What you saw 
was that the AEC does not intend to con- 
centrate exclusively on bomb output. 
Rather it intends, while continuing weap- 
ons production, to throw more effort than 
before into basic research and exploring 
peaceful uses of atemic energy. 


We say that is good news. Our only 
reservation is a feeling that the AEC, due 
to political pressures, may still be con- 
centrating too little of its money and men 
on non-military work. Priority for weap- 
ons may have been necessary during the 
AEC’s first two years, but continuing such 
a policy indefinitely might turn out to be 
the worst way of maintaining our lead in 
nuclear science. 


Reservoir of Knowledge 


The bombs we dropped in Japan and 
those we have developed since were large- 
ly the product of basic scientific research 
conducted in many countries before the 
war. We have drawn heavily upon that 
reservoir of knowledge but have done 
relatively little to replenish it. It is the 
opening up of new knowledge, rather than 
the refinement and application of the old, 
which may determine who “keeps ahead” 
in nuclear science. 


This was the importance of the AEC’s 
announcement that it is about to take 
important steps in the development of re- 
search reactors. A reactor is an atomic 
“furnace.” It’s a “pile.” The atoms split 
up, and their neutrons burst into other 
atoms—and so you have nuclear energy, 
in the form of a low-grade, controlled 
“fire” rather than a sudden explosion. 


Sad fact is that the United States 
hasn't built a single new-type, high-power 
reactor since the end of the war. Physicists 


* would like to play with fast neutrons. 


Machine to Make Fuel 


They figure that fast neutrons may per- 
mit the use of raw uranium as well’as the 
refined stuff which makes the big bang. 
They even think they can wrap their fis- 
sionable stuff in a blanket of raw uranium, 
and produce atomic fuel from the blanket 
faster than the original fuel is used up. 


This is what the scientists mean by 
“breeding” atomic materials. They hope 
to build a machine which, in some degree, 
will make its own fuel as it goes along. 
That might open the door to feasible pow- 
er generation, to an atomic-fueled sub- 
marine or plane, and to what not else. 


So the AEC is shortly going to start con- 
struction of a fast reactor at Arco, Idaho. 
The AEC has been building another re- 
actor at Brookhaven, Long Island, for the 
past two years. Two additional ones in 
Idaho and another near Schnectady, N. Y., 
are in the works. .” 


Obviously we're a long way off from in- 
dustrial applications of atomic energy. But 
at least the AEC is now giving weight to 
the basic research. This may prove to be 
the most important measure of our atomic 
progress, .

Three-Dimensional Picture 


THREE WORLDS OF PERU, by Frances Toor. 

Publishers, 239 pgs., 75 photos, $3.50.) 

This is not the usual travel book” nor 
anthropological report. It is rather, an 
appealing three-dimensional photograph of 
Peru, written in a simple, direct style. It 
deserves a wide audience. 

Peru, a country on the western coast of 
South America, south of Ecuador, and 
north of Chile, once owned by the Incas, 
then conquered by Pizarro, is now made 
familiar to us who live north of the bor- 
der by Frances Toor. Miss :Toor, who has 
spent more than 25 years living with 
Spanish-speaking peoples south of the Rio 
Grande, and who is author of several 
travel books, takes us right along with her 
on her exploration trip through coastal 
cities, across mounfains, and through jun- 
gles, to the heart of Peru and of the 
Peruvian people. 

Through her trained eyes, the Spanish 
country Peru comes alive; its people live 
and move and make us want to know 
them. They are a mixed group of In- 

dians, Spaniards, 
and other Europe- 
ans, Negroes and 
Orientals. The book 
is mostly about 
primitive peoples; 
approximately 50 per 
cent of the 7,000,000 
inhabitants of Peru 
live in a primitive 
stage of civilization. 
Therefore their 
dress, customs, festi- 
vals, and traditions 
are interesting to 
know. 

Peru has three 

Frances Toor sections: the Coastal 
world, the Sierra world (mountains), and 
the Jungle world. The Coastal World is 
the civilized section where most of the 
sophisticates and city-folks dwell; the 
Sierra world is the fringe of civilization; 
and the Jungle world is the primitive soci- 
ety of Peru. The reader becomes inti- 
mately acquainted with each section sep- 
arately; he meets the people, their 
customs, their religious beliefs and cere- 
monies, their superstitions, courtship, and 

marriage customs, and traditional dances. 

Coastal Indians attend the Catholic 
church, yet away from church they con- 
tinue to worship pagan gods. Montana In- 
dians still believe in black magic, sorcer- 
ers, and the wonderful powers of strange 
herbs; but missionaries who have found 
their way to the jungle are gradually 
teaching the Montana Indians knowledge 
from the civilized world. 

Most colorful are Miss Toor’s deserip- 
tions of Sierra world festivals, week-long 
street dances and carnivals, orgiastic cele- 
brations before Lent, bull fights, funerals 
and marriages. 

The author’s approach throughout is ob- 
jective. She respects the varying ways of 
life of the different Peruvian groups of 
people, and does not over-emphasize their 
quaintness. Too much space is given to 
primitive civilizations if this is to be a 
true picture of Peru; yet this is where the 
interest lies. 

“Three Worlds of Peru” is interesting as 
a travel book, as a layman’s anthropologi- 
cal report, or for diversion on a rainy day.

WON PULITZER PRIZE 


Author of Many Novels, Cor- 
respondent in Both 
World Wars. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 11 (AP)— 
Ernest Poole, author and foreign 
correspondent who won a Pulitzer 
prize in 1916, died yesterday. He 
was 69 years old. 

His novel, “The Harbor,” be- 
came a best seller in 1915, and 
the next year another novel, “His 
Family,” won the Pulitzer prize 
for fiction. Besides 20 novels he 
also wrote a number of non-fic- 
tion volumes. 

“The Great White Hills of New

year. 

As a foreign correspondent he 
covered the Russian revolution, 
and later covered war fronts in 
World War I for the Saturday 
Evening Post.

BALLET RUSSE STAGES 
REVIVAL, 2 STANDARDS 


Revised Form of One Act of 
‘Paquita,’ 19th Century 
Dance, Featured. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 
The Ballet Russe de Monte Carlo 
continued its St. Louis engage- 
ment last night with the presen- 
tation of two pieces from its 


standard repertory and a revival, 
in revised form, of one act from 
“Paquita,” an early nineteenth 
century ballet. The choreography 
for the latter was reworked by 
Alexandra Danilova from the orig- 
inal composition by Mazilier and 
Petipa to music by two obscure 
composers named Delvedez and 


Though the action was supposed 
to represent a ball given by the 
commander of the Napoleonic 
army in Spain, its Spanish allu- 
sions were confined largely to the 
title and a fan which Mary Ellen 
Moylan, the principal dancer used, 
like a grace note, to give an ad- 
ditional flourish to her move- 
ments and attitudes. In effect the 
ballet was a series of formal pieces 
which centered upon Miss Moylan 
and Oleg Tupine. 


Miss Moylan showed a complete 
mastery of what may be called 
the vocabulary and syntax of the 
dancer’s language. In the matter 
of formal design she was as fin- 
ished as an elegantly cut crystal 
and like a crystal she gave off a 
cold light. It may be inferred 
that she needs the propulsion of 
a more dramatic narrative in or- 
der to apply an emotional color- 
ing to Her dancing. Nevertheless, 
it was a sparkling performance 
and the ballet connoisseurs should 
have taken an immense satisfac- 
tion from the immaculate clarity 
of her technique. Oleg Tupine 
again scored with a supple, finély 
styled treatment of his lesser role. 


The old favorite “Coppelia” did 
not go so well. The ensemble 
dances found the corps de ballet 
rather loosely co-ordinated. But 
Mme. Danilova recovered her 
wonted charm and stylistic refine- 
ment in the role of Svanhilda, 
which required dramatic imper- 
sonation as well as the diversified 
resources of a dancer. Fredric 
Franklin executed the role of 
Frantz with a sustained, resilient 
lightness. As usual he carried 
the line of motion farther than its 
actual physical limits by the pow- 
er of suggestion. 


The evening’s performance was 
brought to a close with a pro- 
duction of “Frankie and Johnny” 
featuring Leon Daniellian and 
Ruthana Boris. The performance 
was precise and lively but nothing 
about it touched the imagination. 


The orchestra was again con- 
ducted by Lucien Cailliet and 
Paul Strauss. An audience of 
about 2800 attended. The con- 
cluding performance of the series 
will be given tonight and will in- 
clude a ballet new to St. Louis 
called “Birthday.”

Contrary to Keynes. 


This is directly contrary to ac- 
cepted theories of government 
spending. Such spending is justi- 
fied, in the Keynesian doctrine, 
in a period of decline in order to 
compensate for a falling off in 
private payrolls. To resort to it 
now is td risk using up the slack 
of government credit when it may 
be urgently needed at a later 
time. 

It is not difficult to see why the 
President’s advisers came up with 
this kind of budget. The reces- 
sion of last year had scary impli- 
cations. To reduce the flow of 
government spending at this point 
— invite another slackening 
off. 

If government spending is to 
be part of a calculated long-range 
economic policy, it must be sub- 
ject to controls more nearly di- 
vorced from short-term political 
considerations. The President’s 
budget includes $1,400,000,000 for 
river development—flood control, 
navigation, reclamation, power 
and other uses. 

Undoubtedly, part of this is 
essential if the economy is to con- 
tinue to expand and provide more 
and more jobs. There are areas 
where an acute power shortage 
has held back development. 


Essentials Scaled Down. 


A lot of it, however, is plain 
pork. Senator Paul Douglas of 
Illinois, an able economist who 
believes in facing up to facts, 


pointed that out when he made 
a heroic effort at the last session 


to cut the rivers and harbors bill. 
But he got little support from 
either Republicans or Democrats,

Truman’s Grievous Error. 


The President rightly com- 
plains about the acticn of the Re- 
publican-controlled Eightieth Con- 
gress in cutting taxes when the 
inflationary boom ‘Was at its peak. 
That was an irresponsible act and 
it has complicated every effort to 
keep the economy on an even 
course. 


But if he is to be consistent, 
he should go back to an even 
more grievous error for which he 
must in the last analysis accept 
the blame. Shortly after the war 
ended, the Truman Administration 
moved to take off the wartime- 
excess-profits tax and a compliant 
Congress readily agreed. This 
had a lot to do with the still-soar- 
ing spiral of high profits and cor- 
responding demands for higher 
wages. The lid was taken off just 
as the fires of inflation had be- 
gun to blaze up brightly. 


Encroaching on the Future. 


A few far-seeing individuals 
were at the time aware of the 
seriousness of this step. One of 
them was Bernard M. Baruch, who 
has never ceased to point out the 
unhappy consequences that have 
flowed from what was a major 
mistake. 


This nation has endured a great 
deal. Another deficit in the bil- 
lions may not be too serious. The 
economy, as the President points 
out, appears to be remarkably 
sound and resilient. 


What deficit financing does do 
is encroach on the future. It as- 
sumes that we shall always have 
high employment and high levels 
of income. That kind of optimism 
comes naturally and almost too 


easily to Mr. Truman.

EXT day he appeared at the 
German consulate, where he 
turned over a white envelope 
containing his waterfont reports 
and some films. — 

Over the weekend Koedel took 
a trip on a ferry boat. He was 
‘Tsquinting through a pair of opera 
glasses, noting the gun at the rear 
of a ship, when a bootblack inter- 
rupted him. 

“Shine, Mr. Koedel?” 

“Sure,” Koedel nodded. 


He knew the boy from frequeat 
trips on the ferry. The lad was 
an Italian. Koedel, in one of his 
moods, began to discuss the 
youngster’s mother country. 

“Who cares about Italy?”. the 
shoeshine retorted. “I’m an Amer- 
ican!” 

“You are an Italian, first and 
last!” Koedel reprimanded him. 
“You could make yourself useful 
to your country. You see a lot 
of boats. 

“Take a good look at them— 
‘tthe funnels, guns, names, flags,

The manager put up a notice 
instructing each operator to make 
a thorough search and they had 
combed every nook without suc- 
cess, but three days later Koe- 
del reported he had found it in 
a film can under the rewinding 
table. 

One operator recalled that he 
had found a piece of brawn pa- 
per on a.top ledge in the booth 
with an “Amsterdam, Holland” 
address in Koedel’s handwriting. 

Another had noticed a “Turin, 
Italy” address penciled in an 
empty match folder that had fall- 
en from a top shelf when he 
pulled out some empty reels. 

The addresses meant nothing to 
the operators, but the G-men 
knew them as centers of German 
intelligence.

but there was no actual sod 
and for three years none could 
found.

N October, 1944, the trail led 

back to the theater. Alterations 

had been started and a new 
paint job was ordered for- the 
gallery stairway. It had been 
closed for 10 years and there was 
an accumulation of rubbish. 


While cleaning up the trash, a 
painter found a bundle of papers 
stuck between the posts on the 
first landing below the projection 
booth. Curious, he looked them 
over. Then he popped them into 
an envelope, addressed it to the 
FBI and headed for the nearest 
mailbox. 

The papers included typewrit- 
ten letters to Koedel from Ger- 
man spies abroad, requesting in- 
formation and acknowledging the 
receipt of reports and pictures. 

There were some handwritten 
notes by Koedel, messages from 
Marie’s typewriter and a piece 
of gray paper with the name 
“Dr. Bensmann.” 

Agents recalled a Dr. Carl Her- 
mann Nicolaus Bensmann, who 
was one of the principals of 
Waldemar Othmer, a German spy 
convicted in July in Norfolk, Va. 

They ran a check on his file 
and pulled out some of his type- 
written correspondence with Oth- 
mer. 

Agents had the letter Koedel 
had written by hand to the Brit- 
ish authorities and they had 
letters to plants from Marie’s 
typewriter. 

They bundled the samples off 
to the laboratory. 

Koedel’s staircase notes 
matched the handwriting: on his 
“British” letter. 

The reports typed by Marie 
matched the “plant” letters and 
several of the spy instructions 
double-checked with the letters 
Dr. Bensmann had written to 
Othmer.

ARIE and her father were ar- 
M cestea on the same day in 
their separate homes. 

They stood trial together. When 
the verdict was in they parted— 
Marie to go to the Federal Wom- 
en’s Reformatory at Alderson, W. 
Va., for seven and one-half years 
and Kogdel to the Federal Correc- 
tional Institution at Milan, Mich., 
on a 15-year sentence. Both are 
still confined.

To Win

HE remarkable way in which 
T Canasta has spread and become 

popular with millions—in the 
field of games, the only parallels 
are the contract bridge craze of 
1930 and the mah jongg fad of 
1923—has encouraged even the 
great Ely Culbertson te take up 
the game, analyze it, and write a 
book (“Culbertson on Canasta,” 
published by the John C. Winston 
Co.) 

As should be expected, it is an 
excellent book, with many good 
pointers on skillful play. Here is 
one of them. You hold: 


It is the first round; the upcard 
was a.ten, your partner threw a 
six, your right-hand opponent (“R- 
O,” Culbertson calls him) threw an 
eight. You draw some card that 
does not help you; for example, a 
queen. What should you discard? 

Discard your eight, says Cul- 
bertson. True, your “L-O” may 
have a pair of them but the odds 


‘ are four to one against it: and 


when you throw the same card 
that your “R-O” threw to you, you 
give .him the same _ discarding 
problem on his next turn that he 
had on this one. Your discard has 
given him no inkling of what he 
can safely throw to you. 

If you had thrown, for example, 
your king, queen, or nine, your 
right-hand opponent might assume 
that he could discard that same 
rank on his next turn—and of 
course, he would be right. By 
keeping him in the dark you im- 
prove the chance that he will give 
you a jack or seven, matching one 
of your pairs, and that you will 
get the pack.

JULIA’S SUPERIORITY to her family actually is a 
matter of her environment. But by the latter, we psycholo- 
gists refer not only to the furniture and neighborhood in 
which a person grows up, but to all other influences, such 
as Sunday school teachers, chance acquaintances, movies, 
books, etc. 

For example, Julia went to Sunday school. One of her 
teachers saw that she was an alert child, and praised her 
reading, saying she should go far in school and become a 
great woman. That was the seed which grew and blossomed 
into Julia’s intense desire to go to college. For years the 
word “college” has been her destination. 

Having now reached that goal, she is setting a new one 
in her hope of becoming outstanding in advertising and then 
joining the staff of a magazine.

‘Victim Was Beaten, Bound With Baling Wire and Burnedin Another of Kansas City's Unsolved Killings

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Jan. 11 

HREE boys were hunting rab- 
T bits in Swope Pa-k. Snow 

was on the ground and it was 
a cold day, last Feb. 14. The boys, 
William Garber, 16 years old, and 
Charles Hendrix and Jack Youn- 
gren, 15, were strung out about 
30 feet apart as they poked 
through the isolated area near 
the southeast city limits. 

Suddenly one of the boys saw 
an automobile parked on an in- 
cline, with its front bumper 
against a tree. The nearest road 
was 300 feet away. The surprised 
boy called to the others and they 
ran up to have a look af the car. 

They discovered the windows 
were blackened with smoke. One 
window was open a fraction of 
an inch but they could see noth- 
ing inside. They tried the rear 
doors and found them locked. 
Then they opened the right front 
door. Propped in the back seat 
was the badly-burned body of a 
man. The boys took one long 
look, then ran to the nearest home 
and telephoned the sheriff's office. 

When police and Jackson coun- 
ty deputy sheriffs arrived, they 
found a strand of baling wire had 
been bound tightly around the 
man’s head, passed across his 
mouth and knotted in the back of 
his head, probably with pliers. A 
cloth gag in his mouth apparent- 
ly had burned away. . 

His ankles, were bound with 
wire from a clothes hanger. He 
had been badly beaten about the 


‘head. His wrists were tied to- 


gether, under his right knee, with 
another strand of baling wire. 

The body was frozen. A stream 
of dried blood ran from the man’s 
mouth. The interior of the auto- 
mobile had been burned, pre- 
sumably set afire while the man 
still lived. It would have been 
impossible for him to make any 
movement to save himself from 
the fire, police said. His leather 
jacket was burned. His gray hunt- 
ing cap, gray sweater, work shirt 
and blue trousers were charred, 
but the fire burned itself out be- 
fore they were destroyed com- 
pletely. Gloves were on the man’s 
hands.

HERIFF JEAN A. PURDOME, 
§ wno was one of the first on 

the scene, recognized the vic- 
tim. He was John Allen Hoover, 
a burly construction man and 
executive of a crushed rock com- 
pany. 

An autopsy disclosed that 
Hoover had a fracture at the base 
of the skull and a fractured nose. 
Reconstructing the murder, po- 
lice guessed that he had first been 
beaten, then bound with the wire 
so that he could not move and 
then burned to death. It was a 
murder of unusual brutality and, 
like many other Kansas City mur- 
ders, remains unsolved. 

“This was a fiendish murder, 
showing extreme hatred,” com- 
mented Lt. Charles Welch, head 
of the homicide squad, now as- 
signed as a crime investigator in 
the Prosecuting Attorney’s office. 

With Hoover unconscious in the 
back seat, the killers had poured 
the contents of a gallon can of 
gasoline over the interior of the 
car and ignited it. Hoover had car- 
ried the gasoline in his car and 
the empty can was found in the 
snow beside the automobile. The 
wire also had been in the car be- 
fore the killing. 

A coroner’s physician said the 
54-year-old Hoover had died of 
burns, carbon monoxide poisoning 
and heat. His face was badly 
charred. His nose and mouth were 
mutilated. His entire body was 
covered with blisters. 

The fire had confined itself to 
the interior of the car, leaving the 
exterior undamaged. A four-inch 
snow had fallen, starting early on 
the morning of Feb. 11. Hoover 
was last seen alive by a woman 
acquaintance at 10:30 p.m. Feb. 
10. When the body was discovered 
in the machine, there was no 
snow under the car. Time of 
death, therefore, was fixed as 
sometime between the night of 
Feb. 10 and early on the morning 
of Feb. 11. Several hours remain 
unexplained. 

Kansas City police, already 
burdened with a long series of 
unsolved murders, insisted this 
killing took place outside the city 
limits, 300 feet east of the Blue 
river, three-tenths of a mile from 
Swope Park golf course No. 2 
and seven-tenths of a mile from 
the park ranger station. But 
Sheriff Purdome maintained just 
as stubbornly that. the body was 
found inside the city limits and 
he sent an engineer to make a 
survey to prove his statement. 
The engineer found the killing 
took place inside the city. It be- 
came, therefore, another in the 
series of 21 unsolved Kansas City 
murders of the past three years.

Who was John Hoover and why 
was he murdered in such sadis- 
tic fashion? Not all the answers 
are known yet. Rewards totaling 
$6000 for information leading to 
the arrest of the killers were of- 
fered and then withdrawn when 
no information was forthcoming. 

Police now believe a business 

deal led to the murder. But there 
is also a possibility that Hoover's 
affairs with women, rather than 
his business operations, caused 
his murder. 
« The night Hoover disappeared, 
his widow told police, he seemed 
reluctant to leave the house. But 
after drying the dishes, he 
changed his clothes, said he was 
going’ to the Golden Gloves box- 
ing tournament at Municipal Au- 
ditorium and left the house about 
7:30 o’clock. His home was a se- 
cluded, six-room stone and stucco 
house near Eighty-seventh street 
and Hillcrest road, at the end of 
a quarter-mile private lane. 


Instead of going to the boxing 
tournament, he went directly to 
the apartment of a widow friend, 
Mrs. Margaret Piper, who lives at 
104 West Linwood boulevard. “She 
had given him $12,500 to use in 
operating a coal mine he planned 
to open in Arkansas. Hoover 
wanted her to invest an:addition- 
al $8500, which would give her 
a one-third interest in the mine. 


In the presence of her niece, 
Mrs. Piper related, she and Hoo- 
ver discussed the business deal 
but they did not complete the 
transaction. About 10:30 o’clock, 
Hoover left. He told Mrs. Piper 
it was too late to go to the Golden 
Gloves tournament and said he 
would go home instead. 


Several persons knew that 
Hoover would call on Mrs. Piper 
that night, police learned. They 
thought he was waylaid on the 
way home by the killer or killers, 
who either had followed him in 
another automobile or had hidden 
in his car while he talked to Mrs. 
Piper. 

When the body was found, 
Hoover’s pockets had beén turned 
inside out and his money was 
gone. His wife and his business 
partner in the coal-mine enter- 
prise, Spencer Bovard, thought he 
was carrying $950. Later there 
was some question that he had 
that much money in his pockets. 

Police speculated that Hoover 
was tortured before he was killed 
by his assailants, who may have 
sought to learn where he kept 
his money. But Hoover was a 
powerfully-built man, more than 
six feet tall and weighing about 
200 pounds. His friends said he 


could pick up a railroad tie, bal- 
ance it in the palm of his hand, 
lift it above his shoulder and 
walk off with it like a waiter car- 
rying a tray of empty dishes. If 
he chose to resist with his big 
fists, his friends said, he probably 
gave the killer or killers a battle.

NLY a few days before, how- 
0 ever, Hoover was talking about 
holdups with two employes of 
the Beyer Crushed Rock Co., the 
firm he served as vice president. 
Hoover told the men he had been 
held up three or four times and 
had been frightened. If he ever 
was held up again, he said, he 
would tell the robbers to take 
everything and leave. him aone. 
The day before he disapt eared, 
Hoover had his furniture packed, 
preparing to move to Mansfield, 
Ark., to direct his mining venture.

The killer’s decision to gag 
Hoover, bind his hands and ignite 
his clothing with. gasoline, Hoedl 
asserted, was hardly the result of 


panic. 

Sheriff Purdome thought rob- 
bery was the sole motive. Lt. 
Welch thought robbery was only 
a secondary motive. Ten days 
after the body was found, Chief 
of Detectives Frank Collins said: 
“Every lead as to a motive proved 
valueless.” 

Hoover had spent the afternoon 
before his disappearance with his 
business associate, Bovard. They 
visited several hardware _ stores, 
looking for a drill for their coal 
mine. Bovard related he and 
Hoover had bought 2800 acres of 
Arkansas land from the estate of 
his uncle, John H. Bovard. A 
short time later, a new coal vein 
was found on the property and 
Hoover and Bovard decided to 
operate the mine themselves. 

In the course of the afternoon, 
Bovard related, he saw Hoover 
count out $950 and put it back in 
his wallet. Late in the day, they 
drove to the public library, where 
they picked up Mrs. Hoover. Then 
the Hoovers took Bovard to his 
home at 117 West Fifty-first street 
and left him.

OVARD said his first knowl- 
Bedee that something was wrong 

came the next morning when 
Hoover’s daughter, Lula May, 
called to tell him her father was 
missing. Hoover had met Bovard 
through Lula May. She had kept 
company with Bovard from 1937 
to 1946, when he remarried. 

Miss Hoover described her fa- 
ther as “stern, but never unfair 
to anyone.” For personal rea- 
sons, she said, she had lived for 
several years with an aunt, Miss 
Emma M. Flemming. 

Reviewing Hoover’s. business 
career, police learned he had 
been in construction work for 
about 25 years. Recently he had 
made changes in some contracts 
and apparently he wanted none of 
his office associates to know 
about it. On Feb. 5, only five 
days before he disappeared, he 
placed an advertisement in a 
newspaper seeking a public sten- 
ographer to do some typing for 
him. A Clay county woman an- 
swered the advertisement and he 
paid her to type a long contract. 


Mrs. Hoover told police she 
and her husband, whom she mar- 
ried in 1920 in Brookville, Kan., 
came to Kansas City in 1923 or 
1924. He went to work for an 
uncle, James G. Hoover of the 
Hoover Bros, Construction Go. In 
1942, when James Hoover and 
Robert P. Lyons formed the Beth- 
any Crushed Rock Co., they invit- 
ed John Hoover to become a 
partner in the business, which he 
did. His income was about $6000 
to $8000 a year. After his debts 
were paid, he left an estate of 
about $60,000. 

Both Mrs. Hoover and her 
daughter knew of his friendship 
with Mrs. Piper.

police learned Hoover had posed 
as a widower and had courted a 
50-year-old divorcee for six 
months before he was. murdered. 
He met her in August 1947, a 
month after her divorce, and be- 
gan visiting her regularly. In 
December of that year, he asked 
her to marry him. 

The divorcee, in a signed state- 
ment to police, said: “Shortly be- 
fore Christmas, I told John I had 
made up my mind I was not going 
to marry him. We just didn’t 
agree on a lot of things.” 

Hoover told her his wife had 
died 10 years previously and he 
had a daughter living in Ger- 
many. He and the divorcee took 
automobile rides often and on 
one ride he asked about her fi- 
nances. He offered to make 
some investments for her but she 


told him she had all her money 
tied up. 

He often dropped in to see her, 
usually just in time for a meal, 
she related. He told her he was 


. tired of eating alone and enjoyed 


her cooking. For Christmas, he 
gave her a leather purse. She 
saw him last on Feb. 7, three 
days before he disappeared. 


Mrs: Hoover was inclined to 
think her husband’s business 
deals, rather than his romances, 
caused his death. “I don’t think 
robbery was the motive of the 
men who killed John,” she said. 
“Of course, he was robbed, but I 
think the stealing was the mur- 
derer’s by-play. 

“If John had not become in- 
volved in that Arkansas coal mine 
deal, I think he would still be 
alive.” 

Bovard d:isagreed, saying 
“Hoover was a shrewd business 
man and I can’t conceive of his 
getting into any business diffi- 
culty.” 

Hoover was not a gangster but 
the manner in which he was 
killed indicated an experienced 
criminal had done the job, pos- 
sibly for hire.

idangers of cathartics that 


GOTISM is a lie in action: 
E it supposes that the egotist’s 

whims and passions and in- 
stinctual desires take prece- 
dence over the moral law, the 
brotherhood of other human be- 
ings and the will of God Him- 
self. The egotist is like a pendu- 
lum asserting its rights against 


the clock’s, or a cloud in rebel-. 


lion against the sky, or an arm 
insisting that it will ignore the 
body of which it is a part. The 
egotist, doing only what his own 
selfish desires proclaim, ends 


up by hating everything he. 


does. He is like the child in 
the progressive school, who 
wailed, “Do I always have to 
do what I want?” 

Self-will leads, in time, to 
hatred of the self. A little boy 
who has eaten all the ice cream 
meant for the whole family 
comes to hate the very sight of 
that kind of ice cream: and 
mingled with his merely ani- 
mal, “conditioned” hatred of 
the food, is a mcral loathing of 
himself for having committed 
the sin of greed. This self- 
hatred is the moral penalty we 
pay for gluttony, as the distaste 
for ice cream is the physical, 
animal effect of the same of- 
fense.

MEN WHO ARE SICK with 
self-dissust instinctively pound 
their breasts, as if to drive out 
evil from the inner citadel of 
their souls. Atheists are more 
prone to this self-loathing than 
the religious man: since they do 
not recognize the Mercy and 
Love of God Who will cure us 
of our self-disgusts, they may 
carry their despair of self to 
the final stage of suicide. Self- 
destruction is a projection, an 
external shadowing, of the inner 
tragedy, in which the small self 
has challenged all that is great- 
er than it and, sickened by the 
effects of this rebellion, has 
come to an unnatural hatred of 
its life. Both Peter and Judas 
rebelled against Life when they 
denied Our Lord; both of them 
had been warned against such 
a revolt; both of them were 
called “devils” because of their 
offense; and both repented. But 
Judas “repented unto himself,” 
turned his own ego back upon 
itself in the futile agony of de- 
spair. Peter, repenting unto his 
Lord, emptied himself of evil 
through humility and regained 


joy. 

Only submission of the self 
to something higher than self 
can cure despair; for such hu- 
mility empties the soul of both 
pride and self-judgment, mak- 
ing room for the influx of 
Divine Truth and Love. “He 
that humbleth himself shall be 
exalted; he that exalteth him- 
self shall be humbled”... but 
self-hatred is exaltation of the 


self as the final, bitter judge.
